The Albany Unified School Dis- 
trict faces a probable cost of 
$70,000 annually when the new 
buildings are completed at the 
Village. This is based on a per 
capita rate of $294, a conserva- 
tive estimate of costs for the cur- 
rent school year, for which fig- 
ures are not yet available. 


A breakdown of actual costs 
for the 1960-61 schoo] term 
shows: $455 to educate a child 
for one year in Albany schools; 
$167, state apportionment for 
state-connected youngsters, leav- 
ing a tab of $288 per child to be 
paid by Albany taxpayers. Mul- 
tiplying $288 by 158, representing 
the number of Village children in 
Albany schools last year, gives 
$45,504, an amount almost equal 
to the revenue from the 25-cent 
school tax increase passed by Al- 
bany voters last May. 


“TJ feel we are reaching the 
breaking point,” Forry said. “This 
has created a problem Albany 
cannot solve without going back 
to the taxpayers for more mon- 
ey.” 

Prior to 1954, University Vil- 
lage was Codornices Federal 
Housing Project. Then the State 
of California opened its univers- 
ity housing there. When Forry 
arrived in 1957, he was shocked 
to realize how much of Albany’s 
school revenue was eaten up to 
pay for educating children from 
the Village. On September 17, 
1957, he submitted a bill to the 
regents of the University of Cali- 
fornia for the difference between 
the cost of educating the children 
less monies received from the 
state. He has continued this bill- 
ing each year without results. 

In the summer of 1960, he ap- 
peared together with Assembly- 
man Don Mulford in Sacramento 
to plead for state assistance in 
paying the educational costs of 
Village children. 

Assemblyman Lloyd W. Lowry, 
who represents third district, in- 
cluding the Davis campus of Cal, 
where a new housing project is 
under construction and which 
will result in, a similar problem 
for that community, introduced 
Assembly Bill 1575. This propos- 
ed legislation, first presented be- 
fore the Assembly Education 
Committee and later assigned to 
interim study, provides that the 
state shall pay from its general 
treasury the difference between 
state apportionment and the cost 
of educating all state-connected 
youngsters living on state prop- 
erty in excess of one per cent of 
the average daily attendance in 
the district. 

The Albany superintendent 
said he realizes the legislature 
is allergic to setting a precedent 
of this nature, but he feels 
strongly that Albany is suffer- 
ing in two ways. “First, we’ve 
lost valuable ‘property from the 
tax rolls and second, we have to 
pay for educating the children 
who live there,” he said. “It isnt’ 
fair to the homeowners of this 
city any way you look at it.”
